Ms. Babette Lastrapes, Iberia Parish Government Director of Finance
then entered the meeting.

At this time, Ms. Lastrapes informed the members of the District
that the $75,000 appropriation is currently not budgeted, but would
have to be sent in the form of a request from the District for a
budget revision. Members of the District recalled that they had not
made a formal request as Councilman Marty Trahan requested the
$75,000 appropriation within the proposed 2015 Budget review.
Ms. Lastrapes advised that the $75,000 appropriation was discussed
in the 2015 Budget review, but never made it to final adoption.
Members of the District then discussed expanding the agenda at the
end of the meeting in order to adopt a Resolution to request said
funding.

C. Submission for NOAA’s Ecological Effects of Sea Level
Rise Program.
